Dear Governor Palin: 

Like many Alaskans, I appreciate the philosophy behind your recent budget cuts. Your 
statement that "someone needs to be the adult' struck a cord with me, and although I do 
see value in a number of the projects that will not receive state support, I would prefer 
to support a governor who recognizes the value of fiscal constraint than protest those 
items that I favor which were removed from the budget. I support the criteria that you 
applied to the line items in the state budget and I am very satisfied with your well 
considered approach to your role as chief executive officer. 

I am hoping that you will apply the same guality of leadership to the proposed state 
funding of the Gravina Access Project in Ketonikan. I am not in support of the hardlink 
between Ketchikan and Gravina. I think that we could both agree that the project has the 
potential to be a local *wedge issue' . There are enough nay-sayers to a bridge among 
local conservatives (I am a registered Republican) and others that it will be difficult 
for your administration to garner the kind of support necessary tojustify such a 
tremendous expenditure from the state' s capital budget. 

In 2002 our community voted in favor of a hardlink between Ketchikan and Gravina. The 
measure passed with a substantial majority. Things have changed. Many locals were in 
support of the bridge based upon the preferred alternative which would leave both the east 
and west channels open to cruise ship passage. The current most likely alternative would 
effectively restrict large ship transit in the east channel. The economic and access 
problems caused by a 60 foot span over the east channel have many locals concerned. 

Your administration is going to be asked to support this alternative and provide money in 
the capital budget to fund it. If you were to apply the same standards that you correctly 
used in your recent line-item vetoes to the Gravina hardlink, I am confident that you will 
find that it comes up lacking. On the other hand, if you act in the manner of a fiscal 
conservative in this matter, you are likely to lose support among a number of local 
conservatives who will argue that since the community passed this measure in 2002 your 
administration should support it. 

I think that you can effectively both eliminate the Gravina hardlink and the argument that 
the community of Ketchikan strongly supports it by asking the borough assembly to put a 
referendum on the October ballot that provides for three choices: 

1. support for the high/low bridge spans 

2. develop and implement a plan to effectively increase ferry access to Gravina 

3. do not increase access to Gravina 

I suspect that you will find a significant erosion of local support for a bridge if the 
community has a viable option to open Gravina without the hardlink that restricts transit 
in the east channel. If the borough is unwilling to place the proposal on the ballot, you 
could reasonably infer that they lack confidence in their position. I cannot imagine that 
your administration is willing to back such an expensive and unnecessary project if its 
advocates cannot muster the necessary public support. Thank you for your time.
